Continuation of 3. NOTE: the proposed amendment requires further search and consideration because the acid and base of the claimed 
negatively charged liquid toner as being separate components has not been previously presented. Applicant's position that the acid and 
base are not physically associated with the toner particles is noted but because the prior art acid(s) or base(s) meet the requirements of 
the dependent claims it is unclear how they are not also separate, at least to some extent.
